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Extracts from Hew Books, 
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STEREOTYPING AND PRINTING. 
From “ Great Facts.” 


Nor should we omit to notice, as one of the causes that have con- 
trivuted to the production of cheap literature, the art of stereotyping, 
which has been perfected during the present century. Ear] Stanhope, 
the inventor of the admirable press that bears his name, was prominent 
in bringing that art to perfection. 

Numerous attempts had been made in the last century to produce 
casts from pages of type. So early, indeed, as 1700, some almanaes and 
pamphlets were printed in Paris from castings; and an edition of Sallust 
was printed in Edinburgh in 1739, from stereotype plates produced by 
Mr. Ged, a goldsmith, The process, however, was not encouraged, and 
on his death it was not further proceeded with. The most important 
advance in the art was made by M. Hoffman, of Alsace, who, in 1784, 
succeeded in obtaining stereotype plates by casting them in moulds of 
clay mixed with gelatine in which the pages ot type were impressed, 
with which he printed a work in three volumes; but the castings were 
imperfect, and the plan was soon afterwards abandoned. Among the 
many plans tried to obtain perfect casts of the types when set up, was 
one contrived by M. Carez, a printer of Toul, who, in 1791, endeavored 
to obtain casts in lead from a page of type, by allowing it to drop on the 
fused metal when it was in a state of settling. The matrices thus ob- 
tained were in like manner impressed on a fusible metal, which melted 
at a lower temperature than the lead. Good casts were often thus pro- 
cured, but the uncertainty of the process, arising from the frequent fu- 
sion of the lead matrices, caused it to be discontinued. Other plans were 
tried in France with more or less success, but nothing was done practi- 
cally until Lord Stanhope directed his attention to the subject in 1800, 
and resorted tu the original method of obtaining matrices, by impressing 
the pages of type in a cold plastic substance. He employed plaster of 
Paris for his mould; and when they were thoroughly dried, they were 
plunged in fused type-metal; and in this manner a perfect cast in metal 
of the original page of movable type was produced. The process has 
been still further perfected, and casts from movable types, and from 
wood engravings, are now made with great facility, and the impressions 
from them are quite equal to the originals. 

When it is intended to stereotype a work, the movable types used in 
composing it are new, and the “spaces” that separate the words from 
each other are longer than is customary when the type is to be printed 
from. These elongated spaces reach nearly to the tace of the letters, so 
that the plaster may net sink between then. By this means the mould 
is easily removed from the face of the page of type. The metal casting 
of each page is yery thin, and when required to be used, it is screwed on 
to Llucks of wood to the same height as ordinary types. 

Several attempts have been made to apply other substances than 
plaster of Paris and type-metal for stereotyping. At the Great Exhibi- 
tion there were specimens of gutta percha stereotypes, that produced 
excellent impressions, and there were also fine stereotype castings of type 
in iron, from which a copy of the Bible had been printed. Papier 
maché has been found to be a material peculiarly applicable for the pur- 
pose, and it is now superseding the use of plaster of Paris for taking casts 
of the types. 

By the application of the art of stereotyping, casts in metal of valua- 
ble works can be kept ready at any time, to be printed from when more 
copies are required; and the expense is saved of keeping on hand large 
stocks of printed paper, or of having a work recomposed when a further 
edition is wanted. 

The inventions of Printing Machines and stereotyping were strongly 
opposed at first by pressmen and compositors, as calculated to diminish 
the demand for their labor. In ** Johnson’s Typographia,” published in 
1824, the “ new-fangled articles ” are mentioned in a spirit of great bit- 
terness ; and the writer thus poured forth his lamentations at the pro- 
spective ruin of the members of his profession :—‘* We are much sur- 
prised at the apathy and supineness shown by the body of master print- 
ers with respect to the subject under discussion; they most assuredly 
had good and sufficient grounds for an application to Parliament for a 
tax, that should bring the work so executed upon an equality with that 
done by manual labor.”—“ We feel satisfied that the above would not 
have met with encouragement from a British public, had they been 
aware of the evils attendant on it; they have not only to pay afull price 
for the work, but also, extra poor’s rates in consequence of the men being 
thus out of employ; likewise they are countenancing the breaking-up 
and destruction of all the energy and talent of that art which was Eng- 
land’s proudest boast, and her shield against al) the threats of her foreign 
foes.” 

These predictions of rnin have been completely falsified. It has been 











with the Printing Macbinés as with most other improved machinery for 
the saving of labor: on their first introduction some hands, no doubt, 
were thrown out of employ, but the advantages derived from the saving 
of labor very soon reacted favorably in creating a greater demand for 
labor than before. The number of cheap periodicals, and the extensive 
issues of cheap literature in every form, require a much larger number 
of workmen to supply the demand, even with the aid of machinery, 
than was needed in the best days of the manual printing press; and 
at no time were so many compositors and pressmen employed as at 
present. = 

In the Reports of the Juries of the Great Exhibition, some interest- 
ing statistics are given, showing the influence of the invention of Print- 
ing Machines in extending the demand for books and periodicals, tS. The 
machine,” it is observed, “created a demand, and called into existence 
books which, but for it, would scarcely have been thought of. As the 
machine-work from type and woodcuts was far better than the ordinary 
printing of the day, booksellers were induced to print extensive editions, 
because they saw the machine could accomplish all they required. One 
of the first booksellers who availed himself of this power was Mr, 
Charles Knight, who projected the ‘Penny Magazine, on a hint from 
Mr. M. D. Hill, Queen’s Counsel. Each number, published weekly, con- 
sisted of eight pages of letterpress, illustrated with good wood engray- 
ings. The public was astonished at the cheapness and good quality of 
the work, but it was its immense sale which rendered it profitable; for 
some years it amounted to 189,000 copies weekly. Mr. Kuight, whose 
services in the cause of educational literature entitle him to the highest 
praise, expended £5,000 a year in woodcuts for this work, The Cowper 
machine has been the cause of the many pictorial illustrations which 
characterize so large a portion of modern publications, The * Saturday 
Magazine,’ ‘Chambers’ Journal,’ the ‘ Magasin Pittoresque,’ in France, 
and numerous others, owe their existence to this printing machine, 
The principle of cheap editions and large sales soon extended to estab- 
lished works of a higher value. A remarkable instance of this was the 
edition of Sir Walter Scott’s works, with notes, edited by himself; in- 
stead of the old price 10s. 6d., they were sold at 5s. a volume, and the 
demand.created by this reduction in price was so great, that though the 
printer had a strong prejudice against machines, he was compelled to 
have them, the presses of his large establishment proving totally unable 
to perform the work, which amounted to upwards of 1,000 volumes per 
day for about two years. The Universities of Cambridge and Oxford 
have adopted Mr. Cowper’s machines for printing vast numbers of Bibles, 
prayer-books, etc., etc. A Bible which formerly cost 3s. may now be 
had for 1s. Mr. Cowper recommended the Religious Tract Society to 
pat aside their coarse woodcuts, to have superior wood engravings, and 
to print with his machine. The Society adopted those suggestions, and 
the result is, that by sending forth well-printed books, it could now sup- 
port itself by their sale, without any aid from subscriptions.” 

As an illustration of the facilities afforded by the invention of Print- 
ing Machines in producing cheap editions of the writings of popular au- 
thors, the following curious facts relating to the Works of dir Walter 
Scott, in addition to those furnished in the Reports of the Juries, may be 
found interesting. 

In 1842, a general issue of these Works, in weekly sheets or .num- 
bers, at twopence each, was commenced by the late Mr. Robert Cadell, 
of Edinburgh, and completed in 1847. Of this edition, up to the present 
period (1858), the astonishing number of twelve millions of sheets have 
been issued, the weight of which amounts to upwards of 335 tons! 
Another edition was published simultaneously by Mr, Cadell in monthly 
volumes at 4s. each containing about 860 pages; this series has reached 
a sale of more than 500,000 volumes. <A third cheap issue, at eighteen- 
pence a novel, is now being published by the present preprictors, Messrs, 
Adam and Charles Black, of Edinburgh. Nearly 300,600 volumes have 
already been printed of this edition. ; oe 

It may be mentioned here, although hardly coming within the scope 
of the present article, but as affording a striking example of what litera- 
ture has contributed to the revenue of the country in the person of 
single author, that upwards of 3,500 tons’ weight of paper have been 
consumed in producing the various editions of Sir Walter Scott’s Writ- 
ings and Life; and the duty paid to Government on the paper, even at 
the present reduced rate, amounts to no less a sum than £51,450! 

Since the Juries made their Reports, the development of cheap lit- 
erature has been greatly extended. Newspapers, some of which contain 
eight full-sized pages, of six columns each, printed in small type, are sold 
for the marvellously low price of a penny, and are stated to issue as many 
as 50,000 copies daily; and some of the newspapers and other period- 
icals, printed on good paper, are issued for a halfpenny. Among the 
works of a standard character, published at prices which nothing but 
very extensive scale could make remunerative, may be mentioned the 
popular series which includes * The Reason Why,” and “ Enquire Within 
upon Everything.” Of the eight volumes already issued, each contain- 
ing about 850 closely printed pages for ha!f-a-crown nearly 170,000 copies 
have been sold within a period of less than three years, 
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Couns & Brorner, as will be seen, by reference to our advertising 
columns, have become the publishers of Parker's Philosophical Series and 
Northend’s Elocutionary Works. 


A volume of great interest to the naturalist and geologist is preparing for 
publication by Messrs. Little, Brow n&Co. It will contain photo-lithegraphic 
plates of the fossil footprints found in the Connecticut River sandstone. The 
work was commenced by the late Dr. Deane, of Greenfield, Mass., the first 
observer of these geological phenomena, and will be issued under the super- 
jntendence of Dr. Gould, Dr. H. J. Bowditeh, and other scientific men, for 
the benefit of Dr. Deane’s family. The volume wiil be got up in the style of 
Agassiz’s “ Contributions,” containing at least forty plates. A letter from Sir 
Roderick Murchison has been received, expressing his high sense of the value 
of these scientific data, and his anxiety for their publication. 


Prescorr’s Linrary.—In the annual report of Mr. Sibley, the librarian of 
Harvard College, it is stated that on the 29th of January, 1848, Mr. Prescott 
made a catalogue of books, and with his own hand wrote on it: “To go to 
the library of Harvard College after my death.” More than eleven years 
afterward, on the 3d of June last, all ef these volumes, with the exception of 
five, which could not be found, were transferred to Gore Hall. They are 
two hundred and eighty-two in number, comprising five large volumes of 
manuscripts. They constitute all that portion of Mr. Prescott’'s library which 
related exclusively to the reign of Ferdinand and Isabella. On this subject 
it is undoubtedly the best collection in the world. Mr. Prescott’s history of 
the reign contains full bibliographical notices of a great part of the volumes

Mr. John Chapman has been appointed English agent for two works about 
to appear on the Continent—the one entitled La Papauté et l’Empire, par F.

Papes, par un Ancien Membre de la Constituante Romaine. 


It is announced that the Oficial Journal of Education, published by the 
Department of Public Instruction for Upper Canada, will in future devote a 
portion of its space especially to brief critical notices of works suitable for 
general reading—as public library or school-prize books. School text-books 
will not be included, as the series of such books for Upper Canada has al- 
ready been adopted by the Council.

The Manual of Publie Libraries and Societies in the United States and 
British Provinces of North America, by W. J. Rhees, lately published by 
Messrs. Lippincott & Co., of Philadelphia, contains a large mass of valuable 
information, and exhibits in a striking way the rapid growth of trans-Atlantic 
institutions. The public libraries in the United States which have furnished 
reports of number of volumes, ete., excluding those merely estimated, number 
1,297, po-sessing altogether 4,220,686 volumes. By including the common 
school and Sunday school libraries, Mr. Rhees obtains a grand aggregate of 
upwards of twelve millions of volumes; a fact which sufficiently indicates 
the activity of the educational movement in the States. The average num- 
ber of volumes added annually to each library is $45; of volumes lent, the 
average annual number is 5,856; of persons borrowing, 416; and the ave- 
rage amount expended in books is $310. 


The Znverness Courier (a good authority) relates the following interesting 
facts concerning Lord Macaulay’s contributions to the new edition of the 
Encyclopedia Britannica :—* Lord Macaulay felt so strong an interest in the 
undertaking, and so warm a regard for his old friend the publisher, that he 
said he would endeavour to send him an article for each letter of the alpha- 
bet. This noble and generous offer the noble historian’s failing health and 
various avocations prevented him from fully realising; but he sent five arti- 
eles to the Eneyelopedia—memoirs of Atterbury, Bunyan, Goldsmith, John- 
son, and William Pitt, the last being the latest finished production from his 
pen.” The editor of the Jnverness Courier is Mr. Robert Caruthers, himself 
a friend of Lord Macaulay and a contributor to the Cyclopedia. Another 
anecdote comes to us from an American journal, The Historical Magazine, 
published in New York in December last. It wo that an idle story that 
Lord Macaulay was a great consumer of opium had found its way into print 
in the American papers, and had finally reached to Lord Macaulay himself, 
who, in a letter written in 1853, and addressed to a gentleman in America, 
thus alludes to it:— The story which is going the round of your papers is 
an impudent lie, without the slightest shadow of a foundation. All the 
opium that I have swallowed in a life of fifty-three years does not amount to 
ten grains, . . I will venture to say that the writer of the letter in 
which the falsehood first appeared never approached even the outskirts of 
the society in which I live, or he would have made his fiction a little more 
probable.” 


The fortnightly obituary includes Mr. Spence, the author of the Introdue- 
tion to Entomology, who died in London on the 6th inst., aged 77; and Col. 
William Martin Leake, the author of Travels in Asia Minor, Greece, and 
other works published by Mr. Murray, who died at Brighton, in his 83rd 
year. Colonel Leake had just completed the supplement of his last and most 
jaborious work, entitled Numismata Hellenica. ,

‘They 
also publish an “Answer to Hugh Miller, and Theoretic Geologists,” by 
Thomas A. Davies, author of  Cosmogony ; or, Mysteries of Creation, being 
an Analysis of the Natural Facts stated in the Hebraic Account of Creation, 
supported by the Development of existing Acts of God toward Matter.” 
From the same house we have “ Edgar Poe and his Critics,’ by Sarah Helen 
Whitman. 


Govutp & Lrxcorn favor us with a copy of “The Historical Evidences of 
the Truth of the Scripture Records stated anew, with special Reference to the 
Doubts and Discoveries of Modern Times: in Eight Lectures delivered in the 
Oxford University Pulpit, in the year 1859, on the Bampton Foundation, by 
George Rawlinson, M. A., late Fellow and Tutor of Exeter College; editor of 
“The History of Herodotus,” ete. Of this work the publishers of the Ameri- 
can edition remark: “ The present work, though it belongs to the same series, 








and has the same general design, with Prof. Mansel’s Lectures on the Limits |

Ifthe book will recall the Author 
pleasantly to their minds, or awaken the remembrance of grand old sports 
and merry camp-fires in the States of the South, its object is attained.”
